INCREASE OF PAY FOR THE ARMY.— 


It is proposed to increase the pay of . 


all non-commissioned officers and men 
of the regular Army (including the 
Canadian Rifles, but exclusive of all 
other colonial corps) by 2d. per day. 
The Recruiting Commissioners recom- 
mended that this increase should be 
given only to those men who had served 


their first period of ten years.’ In ad- : 


dition to the 2d. per day extra from. 
the date of enlistment, it is proposed’ 
to give another ld. per day to all non- 


commissioned officers and men on re-> 


engagement, excluding colonial corps, 
as in the first instance. As the estimate 
includes £750 as the salary of a briga- 
dier-general as inspector ofrecruiting, 
it would seem that the suggestion of 
the recent commission, to the effect 
that the recruiting department should 
be an entirely distinct branch of the 
service, isto be adorted. To induce 


men tojoin the Militia in large num- - 


bers an additional 2d. per day is given 
to all non-commissioned officers and 
men when called up for annual train- 
ing, and also when called up for pre- 
liminary drill. An addition of 2d. per 
day is also to be made to the pay of 
the non-commissioned officers of the 
permanent staff. The first idea that 
naturally. strikes the mind of the 
cursory reader is the insignificance of 
the figure.
